ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1896. 


The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penistone  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Pteport  for  189G,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  note  a 
diminution  in  the  death  rate  for  the  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
at  all  ages  in  the  district  was  45  ;  to  this  however  must  be  added  4 
deaths  occurring  outside  the  district  among  persons  belonging  thereto^ 
giving  a  total  of  49.  This,  taking  the  estimated  population  at  the 
middle  of  1896  as  2720,  gives  a  death  rate  of  18  per  1000.  Last  year 
the  death  rate  was  20*7.  Sixteen  deaths  occurred  in  children  under 
5  years  of  age,  1 1  being  in  infants  under  1  year. 

The  number  of  registered  births  for  the  year  was  73,  which  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  150*6  per  1000  births.  This  also  is  lower  than 
that  of  last  year,  which  was  154. 

Of  the  11  deaths  under  1  year  no  fewer  than  6  were  due  to  prema¬ 
ture  birth,  1  each  to  whooping  cough,  diarrhoea,  and  pneumonia.  In 
the  remaining  two  cases  inquests  were  held. 
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Twelve  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  2 
being  cases  of  phthisis.  There  were  two  cases  of  fatal  railway  accident, 
1  case  of  accidental  drowning,  and  1  case  of  suicide  by  drowning. 

During  the  year  41  cases  of  Zymotic  disease  were  notitted,  com¬ 
prising  13  cases  of  diphtheria,  with  5  deaths,  2G  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
with  2  deaths,  and  2  cases  of  enteric  fever.  Diphtheria  was  most 
prevalent  in  January,  7  of  the  cases  occurring  in  that  month.  The 
other  cases  were  notified  during  September,  October  and  November. 

Scarlet  fever  broke  out  in  the  middle  of  July.  In  September,  as  it 
threatened  to  become  widespread,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  close  the 
sch  ools  fora  time.  They  remained  closed  from  September  15th  till 
November  lGth.  A  few7  cases  occurred  after  the  schools  were  re-opened, 
but  at  the  time  of  writing  the  district  is  free. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  I  consider  to  be  as  good 
as  can  be  expected  in  the  absence  of  an  urgently  needed  sewerage 
system.  The  want  of  this  is  especially  felt  in  the  district  of  the  Green  • 
in  dry  weather  the  condition  of  the  Green  Dyke,  receiving  as  it  does  the 
sewage  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  houses  on  the  Green  is  very  offensive. 

Iu  my  Report  for  last  year  attention  was  called  to  two  nuisances 
which  still  continue  to  exist.  One  is  a  cesspool  behind  Wentworth 
Road,  which  is  soon  filled,  especially  in  rainy  weathtr,  and  overflows. 
The  other  is  a  cowshed  with  manure  heap  in  Shrewsbury  Road.  Roth 
of  these  nuisances  should  be  abolished  as  soon  as  practicable. 

With  reference  to  the  accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious  disease 
1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  steps  are  being  taken  in  the  matter, 
and  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  the  erection  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  for 
the  Union  at  an  early  date. 

During  the  year  27  nuisances  have  been  reported,  of  which  19 
have  been  abated,  leaving  at  the  close  of  1S9G  8  in  hand,  of  which 
several  are  in  process  of  being  remedied. 
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19  new  bouses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  as  have  also  19 
new  closets,  while  14  old  ones  have  been  pulled  down  and  replaced  by 
new  ones. 

The  work  done  bv  the  sanitary  stall  has  been  efficient,  the  road- 
ways  and  domestic  premises  generally  being  kept  in  a  very  fair  state  of 
cleanliness.  The  work  of  the  staff  would,  however,  be  materially  sim¬ 
plified  if  more  timely  notice  were  given  when  ash  pits,  <fec.,  require 
attention  instead  of  waiting  until  the  last  moment  as  is  usually  the 
ease. 

The  way  in  which  the  slaughter  houses  have  been  kept  during  the 
year  is  very  satisfactory. 

As  to  river  pollution,  the  conditions  remain  the  same  as  heretofore, 
the  bulk  of  the  sewage  continuing  to  find  its  way  eventually  into  the  * 
River  Don.
